The new apportionment of repre- 
sentatives in Congress, made necessary 
by the changes in populaticn as shown 
by the late census, will be favorable. 
to the South upon whatever basis it 
may be made. The bill introduced 
by Representative Cox fixes the total 
number of Representativs at 301. The 
present House has 293. The appor- 
tionment provided for in Cox's bill is 
as follows:

1, Florida 1, Georgia 9, IIliaois 19. 
Indiana 12, Iowa 10, Kansas 6, Ken- 
tucky 10, Louisiana 6, Maine 4, Mary- 
land 6, Massachusettü 11, Michigan 10, 
Minnesota 5, Mississippi 7, Missouri 
13, Nebraska 3, Nevada 1, New Hamp- 
shire 2, New Jersey 7, New York 31.

Overa year ago a neat box was 
securely fastened at the gate of every 
towa subscriber to the Gazxrrx; a bj 
of enterprise shown by no other 
that we know of. Within the past few 
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Mineral Wealth and Agricultural Re

THE GREAT DOG CASE. 


The Legal Principles Governing Dog 
Biting, as Brought Out in Jamison 
ve. McFarlin. 


The folly of going te law overs 
small matter is exemplified ia the 
dog-biting case, which occupied a 
whole day and evening in the District 
Court last week. One day last sum- 
mer H. M. Jamison called at A. C. 
MeFarlin's rauch. In the absence of 
the proprietor, the dog extended the 


‘hospitalities of the farm, nipping the 


visitor oa the leg. The injured man 
was bound to have satisfaction out of 
the dog’s owner, and sued him in the 
Justice's Court, where the case was 
decided id favor of the dog. An ap- 
peal was taken, and a jury in the Dis- 
trict Court, suspected of strong lean- 
ings towards the dog, brought ins 
verdict for the defendant. The prose- 
cution of the case, from Grat to last, 
has cost Jamison about $300, and Mc- 
Farlia has been compelled to pay out 
at least $100 in defending the suit. 

Although the great dog suit has 
been necessarily expensive to the par- 
ties, yet it has furnished a test case 
for decision in the Courts; and the de - 
velopment of the great legal princi- 
ples involved, and their elucidation at 
the bar of justice, must go far to rec- 
oncile the general public to the ex- 
pense sustained by the priocipals iu 
the action. The doctrine of canine 
rights, as lucidly laid down by Chief 
Justice Grinder of Missouri, in his 
celebrated decision in the Mongrel 
case, set forth principles which have 
met with the concurrence of but few 
other legal authorities. Grinder is 
known to have kept a bull dog, and 
that is supposed to have warped his 
judgment io the famous case of Mon- 
grel. The legal fraternity of the Pa- 
cific Coast have looked forward with 
great iaterest to the day when a case 
should come up for decision in a Ne- 
vada or Califoroia court and test the 
validity of the sweeping principles ex- 
pounded by Grinder. 

In his remarks to the jury on Sat- 
urday, Boardman, for the defendant, 
asserted the inalienable right of every 
man to keep ad dog, He pictured the 
defenseless position in which many 
ranches in the ecuatry would be with- 
outa dog. And, it being conceded 
that every man had a right to a dog, 
it followed by a legitimate inversion 
that every dog had aright to protect 
the interests of its master. McFar- 
lin’s dog, in inserting his longest 
teeth into the tissues of Jamison, was 
simply exercisiog his right of eminent 
domain to repel an invasion of his 
master’s territory. Jamison, in in 
truding upon the premises, made him- 
self subject to the discretionary pow- 
ers of the dog, or, to quote trom 
Grinder, took the chances on the 
canine.“ Moreover, the plaiotiff 
might have approached the premises 
in such a way as to have gained access 
to the house without forcing himself 
upon the dog’s attention. These were 
some of the main points touched upon 
by learned counsel for the defendant. 
Bowman and Cossitt, for the plain - 
tiff, denied the right of any man to 


a dog is not a natural right; it simply 
exists by the toleration of society. As 
Blackstone has clearly stated: The 
dog exists by suffrance, not by right; 
and his existence is conditional upoo 
good behavior.” Learned counsel 
proceeded to argue that no man had a 
right to keep a vicious cur on bis 
premises to bite his neighbors. Jami- 
son was visiting MoFarlin’s ranch on 
legitimate business. Hed he gone 
there for the purpose.of stealing wa- 

lons, the case would have been 
different. In his approach to the 
house he had treated therdog with 
due deference, had not applied insult- 
ing epithets to the animal, nor taunted 
it with any unbecoming allusions to 
its nativity; plaintiff had even spoken

The Free Press draws this sketch of 
some of the lively features of life io

A Remarkable Sunset. 

A curious and beautifal phenome- 
non was observed when the suo went 
down last evening. The afternoon 
was dark, leaden-colored clouds ob- 
scuring the western sky. Behind 
these clouds the sun was invisible as 
it sank below the rim of the Sierra, 
leaving no bright tints to mark its de- 
parture. The whole horizon was dark 
aod gloomy, and the mountains to the 
east looked dull and cold. But pres- 
ently, from behind the gap in the 
Sierra where thesun had sunk, a gol- 
den halo grew, and spread high into 
the sky. Radiating from the unseen 
sun, glowing shafts of light pierced 
the clouds hanging behind the mount- 
uins, each broad beam of shining 
brightness sharply detined by lines of 
black. The overhanging masses of 
vapor caught some of these rays of 
sunshine which had pierced the lower 
stratum of cloud, and deflected them 
upon the eastern range. They fell at 
a point opposite the faa-shaped won- 
der in the west, and illuminated the 
spot with rosy light, Still, all around, 
the mountains stood shadowy and 
grim, and the sky remained dull and 
cheerless, save where the nameless 
glory had sprung up ia the west. It 
was a strange. impressive spectacle; 
wonderful, even in this land of mar- 
velous effects of light and shade, 
Slowly the strange appearance faded 
away in the west, and as the shadows 
deepened in the valley, the tamiliar 
hues of sunset came out in the even- 
ing sky.
